A strong  grower,  possessing  that  rare  and 
beautiful  color,  Pale  Amaranth  Pink  (Ridgway). 

The  outer  petals  are  sometimes  striped  with 
Amaranth  Pink.  The  inner  petals  are  stripeless, 
the  lower  ones  being  slightly  blotched  with  pale 
yellow.  Blooms  4%  in.  14  to  20  of  them,  5 open. 
Produces  a fair  amount  of  small  bulblets  which 
germinate  freely.  Increases  about  40%  by  offsets. 
Height,  54  inches.  Foliage,  low  and  out  of  the  way 
of  cutting  long  stems.  Season,  late,  same  as  Peace.
